They based thoir opposition 
Upon tho fact thnt while on tho district 
bench In Kansas bo had rendered a decl 
lion In favor of tho beer brewers and 
••gainst tho Prohibitionists. But their op- 
position was not altogether on this ao- 
couut. They objected to Mr. Browor bo- 
oaiiso ho was known to bo fond of hU toddy 
now and then, as many a good jurist Is'.
